According to the late 
jump in the grain markets the home- 
steader is getting bis seed grain far 
cheaper than the man who is compelled 
to buy now and pay cash for it. The 
local market being at $1.42 for wheat 
and counting the cleaning, sacking, 
freight, etc., seed wheat will not be at- 
tainable at $1,560 if these prices hold for 
a month or two,

In that year, when the French re- 
volutionary wars were at their height, 
and through a momentary loss of our 
command of the sea, General Hoche's 
expedition to Ireland nearly succeed- 
ed in landing, while @ French force of 
1,500 men under General Tate, an 
American adventurer, actually landed 
in Cardigan Bay, on the coast of 
Pembrokeshire. 

This filibustering force, which had 
sailed with orders to burn Bristol 
and make mischief generally, stoppéd 
first at Irfracombe, where they scut- 
tled a few merchantmen. But the 
troops were not landed, because there 
were volunteers drawn up ready to 
resist them, . 

The expedition, however, did land 
at Fishguard, but the invasion was 
a total failure, for the force, on be 
ing surrounded by the loca] militia, 
surrendered without striking v. blow.

In conformity with the policy pursued 
by the British authorities regarding the 
disaster, however, no information —re- 
lating to commissioning of the Audacious 
will be publishesed in the United King- 
dom. That official silence, which hag 
been rigorously observed by the admi- 
ralty since the news of the disaster first 
became noised abroad, was maintained 
and tho British public willtearn of the 
Dreadiiought’s re-appearance in the 
fleet only in the event of her participat- 
ing in an engagement or after the ‘war 
is ended, 

When the Audacious appeared to be 
foundering, following the explosion 
which rent her keel, a swift inventory 
was made by the engineers on board, 
and also by experts from other naval 
crafts which were alongside. At first it 
was believed that the great fighting 
ship was doomed, 

Almost before the echoes of the tre- 
mendous explosion had died away the 
collision mats were overboard on. the 
hole left by the explosion. Meanwhile 
sandbags were piled into the ragged 
aperture from within, and with an 
elaborate system of bulkheads the tre- 
mendous inflow of water was practically 
cut off,

Canada Profits Greatly 


Financia) Experts Place Total up to 
Date at $20) 000,000 

Sir Edmund Osler, president of the 
Dominion Bank, states’ that the busi- 
ness situation in Canada at the pres- 
ent time is being assisted, instead of 
injured, by the circumstances arising 
out of the war. The prevalent depres- 
sion, he declared, had been relieved 
by the higher values which the war 
had placed wpon the country’s produce 
and by the employment induced by or- 
ders for war materials. 

Some idea of the extent to which 
the Dominion has benefitted by the 
war may be gained from the conser- 
vative estimate of a prominent finan- 
cial expert of the Dominion, who 
places the amount at $200,000,000. 
This, he declares, the Dominion would 
never have had had it not been for the 
war. 

It is estimated that the textile in- 
dustry alone has benefitted to the ex- 
tent of $8,000,000 for war orders, this 
including the orders for Canadian 
uniforms, a million dollar o-ler re- 
cently placed with Mark Workman, 
Montreal, by the war office, and a 
further four ‘tnillion dollar order from 
the same source being let to firms all 
over Canada, 

The depression in the steel industry 
has been almost entirely dispelled by 
orders for shrapnel shell, armored 
motor cars, cartridge cases, struc- 
tural gteel for bridges, etc., and it is 
estimgted that this industry has reap- 
ed tens of millions from such orders.

In view of the fact that theré are 
only 12 grains of radium in existence 
—commercially speaking—the mat- 
ter isn’t very important to the farm- 
er. 

And yet it must be remembered 
that there are considerable amounts 
of mineral matter which carry very 
small quantities of radium, and one 
of these days agents may be about 
the country trying to sel] it tc us for 
our crops. 

It might be well to remember that 
scarcely any of the immense claims 
set up regarding the use of radium 
have as yet received justification.

Increase in Traffic Accidents 


Multiplication of Motor Vehicles is 
Given as the Cause 

An alarming increase in the num- 
ber of traffic accidents in London 
streets is shown in the report of the 
board of trade. The total number of 
accidents recorded is 25,800 against 
22,200 for the previous year, and the 
report moreover gtates that “the pro- 
portion of fatal accidente is increasing 
rapidly, owing to the multiplication 
of motor vehicles.” Automobiles are 
twice as likely to cause accidents as 
horse vehicles, and the proportion cf 
fatal accidents ‘is three or ‘our times 
greater. The theory that the motorist 
has such contro] over his machine that 
he can avoid accident, is dispelled by 
experience. The best hope of improve- 
ment lies with the pedestrian himself; 
he must develop a new trafiic sense, 

Apart from accidents, the rerort in- 
dicates the habits of the Londoner are 
changing. He ig getting more rest- 
less and now makes 271 “journeys” a 
year, as against 143 a year ago. Most 
of the new traffic has been developed 
on the electric car lines and motor 
omnibus lines, indicating that the Lon- 
doner is getting away from the centre 
of the city into the healthy suburbs,
